becoming  one  of  the  most  potent  reli¬ 
gious  forces  in  American  Jewish  life. 

Rabbi  Drazin  who  spent  the  six  years, 
from  1932  to  1938,  in  Palestine  is  also 
at  present  a  member  of  the  Interim  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  American  Jewish  Con¬ 
ference. 

Rabbi  Drazin  s  approach  to  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  evening  will  take  into 
consideration  the  urgent  need  of  hold¬ 
ing  Jewish  youth  true  to  the  faith  and 
practices  of  their  religious  group.  He 
will  present  the  platform  on  which  the 
neo-orthodox  groups  expect  to  achieve 
their  goals  of  a  vibrant  and  growing 
Judaism  which  is  still  orthodox  in  basic 
outlook.

Rabbi  Kertzer 

T I  ^HIS  month  has  been  designated  as 
Jewish  Book  Month,  and  our  Syna¬ 
gogue  is  participating  in  programs  de¬ 
signed  to  stimulate  interest  in  Jewish 
literary  creativity. 

Dr.  Cecil  Roth,  the  eminent  historian, 
took  American  Jewry  to  task  for  its  il¬ 
literacy  in  the  field  of  Jewish  litera¬ 
ture,  and  its  inability  to  support  or  en¬ 
courage  creative  writing  as  a  fulltime 
vocation  for  a  gifted  author.  Unless  the 
writer  finds  his  livelihood  in  one  of  the 
institutional  phases  of  the  Jewish  com¬ 
munity,  he  cannot  be  assured  of  a  mini¬ 
mum  scale  of  living  through  the  prod¬ 
ucts  of  his  pen. 

The  American  synagogue  has  been 
derelict  in  its  obligation  to  the  Jewish 
writer,  indeed  to  the  entire  field  of  jour¬ 
nalism  as  well.  Once  a  year,  our  congre¬ 
gants  are  urged  to  buy  Jewish  books 
and  magazines,  but  there  has  been  lit¬ 
tle  guidance  and  direction.  Occasionally 
in  conversation  I  refer  to  an  article 
that  is  stimulating  or  entertaining,  only 
to  find  that  I  am  one  of  the  few  people 
who  subscribe  to  the  magazine  contain¬ 
ing  the  literary  gem. 

My  feeling  is  that  though  many  Jews 
have  the  urge  to  subscribe  to  books  and 
periodicals,  they  never  quite  get  around 
to  doing  so.  I  would  suggest  that  the 
Synagogue,  perhaps  through  its  Adult 
Education  Committee,  participate  in  a 
joint  subscription,  charging  each  mem¬ 
ber  who  indicates  his  willingness  a  flat 
rate  of  ten  dollars  a  year,  to  be  collected 
by  the  Synagogue  office.  In  return  for 
which,  each  family  would  receive  an  an¬ 
nual  subscription  to  the  Jewish  Publi¬ 


cation  Society,  which  would  yield  three 
outstanding  Jewish  books;  a  subscrip¬ 
tion  to  that  effervescent  weekly,  the  Na¬ 
tional  Jewish  Post,  and  a  monthly  such 
as  the  Jewish  Spectator. 

I  know  that  I  have  a  large  back-log 
of  unfulfilled  intentions  as  do  most  of 
us  who  have  a  busy  schedule,  and  we 
are  prone  to  postponing  subscriptions  of 
all  kinds.  Were  the  Adult  Education 
Committee  to  stimulate  us,  I  have  no 
doubt  that  a  large  number  of  congre¬ 
gants  woidd  participate  in  this  expansion 
of  our  Jewish  fare. 

*  *  * 

The  other  day  some  one  was  kind 
enough  to  send  us  a  beautiful  Menorah 
for  Hannukah.  The  unique  feature  of 
this  candelabrum  is  that  it  contains  a 
music  box  which  plays  the  Mooz  Tzur. 
As  I  listened  to  the  tinkling  of  ‘Rock  of 
Ages’  I  realized  how  far  we  have  pro¬ 
gressed  in  making  available  Jewish  ob¬ 
jects  of  beauty. 

Making  our  home  Jewish  involves 
more  than  the  creation  of  an  intellectual 
or  spiritual  atmosphere.  We  must  make 
it  Jewish  aesthetically  as  well.  Two  of 
the  lovliest  homes  I  have  ever  seen  were 
in  Cleveland  and  in'  Omaha.  In  the  for¬ 
mer  city,  a  talented  Jewish  architect 
had  designed  his  living  room  in  a  pent¬ 
house  apartment  with  a  full  awareness 
of  Jewish  artistic  values  and  traditions. 
In  the  later  city,  an  educator  had  dec¬ 
orated  his  dining  room,  in  a  Hebraic 
motif,  using  the  large  table  for  the  cen¬ 
tral  theme  in  his  Jewish  design,  to  cre¬ 
ate  a  wonderful  effect  that  pleased  both 
the  eye  and  the  heart. 

I  hope  that  more  of  us  will  make  our 
homes  jewish  in  this  physical  sense,  so 
that  it  will  be  aesthetically  appealing  to 
our  children,  and  draw  them  closer  to 
Jewish  artistic  expression.

Can  one  learn  to  read  Hebrew  in  a 
month?  Rabbi  Arfa,  who  is  our  new 
Hebrew  School  Principal  and  Education¬ 
al  Director,  claims  that  it  can  be  done. 
At  least  he  has  offered  to  try  it  experi¬ 
mentally  in  January,  meeting  a  group 
twice  a  week  for  four  weeks.  Rabbi  Arfa 
insists  that  some  one  altogether  inno¬ 
cent  of  any  knowledge  of  the  alphabet 
can  master  enough  in  that  period  to  fol¬ 
low  the  prayers,  even  with  a  slight  limp.

A  chapter  from  Rabbi  Steinberg’s  “As 
a  Driven  Leaf  has  been  included  in  a 
new  anthology  published  by  Crown 
Press  entitled  Law  in  Action  an  antholo¬ 
gy  of  the  law  in  literature,  edited  by 
“Amicus  Curiae”  (friend  of  the  court) 
with  an  introduction  by  Roscoe  Pound, 
formerly  dean  of  Harvard  Law  School. 

The  anthology  consists  of  famous  de¬ 
scriptions  of  actions  in  law  beginning 
with  accounts  in  the  Bible  to  the  con¬ 
temporary.  Rabbi  Steinberg’s  piece  is  a 
description  of  a  dispute  in  the  law 
courts  of  Palestine  of  the  second  century 
between  an  employer  and  his  employees 
who  are  out  on  strike;  it  is  an  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  the  N.L.R.B.  according  to  an¬ 
cient  rabbinic  law. 

The  chapter  is  in  the  best  of  company, 
being  preceded  by  an  extract  from  Plu¬ 
tarch  and  Robert  Graves  and  followed 
immediately  by  one  from  Rabelais  and 
Cervantes.

The  Junior  League  will  be 
led  by  Rabbi  Abraham  Karp,  Execu¬ 
tive  Director  of  the  Metropolitan  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  United  Synagogue  of  Ameri¬ 
ca.  The  two  other  groups,  Young  Mar- 
rieds  “A”  and  the  group  organized  by 
Mrs.  Milton  Grass,  will  have  Rabbi 
Kertzer  as  their  leader. 

Rabbi  Emanuel  Rachman,  who  is  also 
a  practicing  lawyer,  will  lead  a  group 
of  approximately  30  lawyers  and  judges 
in  the  Congregation  in  six  monthly  dis¬ 
cussions  on  the  subject  “Concepts  of 
Jewish  Law."  The  first  meeting  was 
held  at  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry 
Sokolow  on  November  19th.  It  is  con¬ 
templated  that  Cantor  Putterman  will 
lead  another  study  group,  in  synagogue 
and  other  Jewish  music.  Dr.  Morton 
Ostow,  eminent  young  Jewish  psychia¬ 
trist,  has  been  invited  to  be  the  discus¬ 
sion  leader  of  a  study  group  organized 
on  the  theme  of  “Dynamic  Psychology 
and  Religion.”  At  the  time  of  going  to 
press,  Bulletin  was  informed  that  other 
groups  are  in  the  process  of  organiza¬ 
tion,  but  that  final  details  are  not  yet 
available. 

Members  of  the  Congregation  are  in¬ 
vited  to  form  study  groups  of  their  own, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Adult  Educa¬ 
tion  Committee.
